Not Avallable Now.

The facts probably will not be awvall-
able for soveral days, snd until then no
decision will be reached by the United
Bintes government as to the nature of
the representations it will make.

It is thought in German quarters that
ft the German government leams that
one of lta submarines by mistake did
attnck  the CGulflight regret wili be
promptly expressed for the occurrence.

Officlals here are Inclined to the be-
lief that whatever facts are disclosed by
the Investigation will lead not only to
un amicable adjustment of the Guifiight
incident, but the everclse of greater pro-
cautions by the German submarioe com-
manders in the future.
